in bright sunshiny 


weather, 
and 
which 
destroys 
such 


numbers annually. 
But there 
is an- 


other which?on 
account of its neutral 


tints and the quiet, decorous 
manner 


in which itfloats Into public notice- 
is far more destructive, being equally 
as effective in cloudy 
as fair weather, 


and which is known 
as the land-job 


fly. 
One of these has 
recently been 


cast on tbe troubled 
waters of specu- 


lation, and 
already we 
see schools of 


eager fish swarming about it, eager to 
bite, without stopping to discover the 
hook whioh will inevitably hold them 
fast and eventually 
land them 
high 


and dry. 
It is time we awoke to the 


fsct that the days when nuggets of the 
"yellow god" were found lying about 
loose on the surface of the ground and 
vast fortunes were acquired in a brief 
space oftime,have departed; but this is 
a lesson

tbeir line 


have taken 
tbe precaution 
to thor- 


oughly bait the waters of public opin- 
ion with alluring fragments, 
scattered 


broadcast 
by a paid 
and mercenary 


press. 
The gleam of the showy bait 


has awakened the unnataral 
appetite 


for the hasty 
acquisition 
of wealth, 


and in their eagerness 
to attain the 


acmo of their hopes, many will mis- 


take the base 
tinsel 
for tlie precious 


metal. 
Ifonly the speculators?those 


who are never willing to enhance 
the 


value of their investments by improv- 
ing their own possessions 
or aiding in 


a system 
of general 
improvements, 


but are ever on 
the alert to take ad- 


vantage of the labor ofothers and turn 
it to their own advancement?if 
these 


alone would be the sufferem, we could 
quietly look on and enjoy 
the 
sport; 


but there 
Is another 
class, to whom 


we would speak a word of warning. 
There are some who will go into the 
speculation with the determination 
of 


enhancing the value of their property 
by improviug 
and 
building 
up the 


surrounding 
country, 
and it is these 


we would save. 
Santa 
Monica can 


never, by any possibility, become any- 
thing more 
than a 
niero sea port to 


Los Angeles, and 
perhaps 
a Summer 


resort for pleasure-seekers. 
The char- 


acter of the country, its exposure 
to 


the cold winds from the ocean, 
pre- 


cludes its ever being adaptable 
to the 


culture of semi-tropical 
fruits or any- 


thing else, unless it be the hardiest of 
plants. 
There is no money in this as 


a speculation, but 
Ifyou wish a lot 


upon which to erect a cottage where 
you can 
pass 
pleasantly a mouth or 


two 
of the 
hottest 
weather, 
by all 


means 
secure it, when the title is set- 


tled; but if you invest with a view of 
making a paying speculation, you are 
surely doomed 
to disappointment 
and 


will, doubtless, call to mind our warn- 
ing 
when, 
having 
bitten, 
you 
are 


firmlyhooked aud discover the dainty 
morsel to have been 
only a skillfully 


devised artificial bait. 


Another Ordinance Passed. 


Some weeks since in defiance of the 


wishes of the residents 
of that portion 


of the city, and to the injury of many 
living on the eastern side of town, the 
Common Council passed an ordinance 
giving

Spring

the right 
to extend

cessful. 
But if the Council is remark- 


able for anything, it is Government 
mule stubbornesß, 
and at their meet- 


ing on Thursday 
evening, 
the deter- 


mined ring passed 
another 
ordinance 


giving the street railroad company the 
privileges 
asked 
for 
in tbe vetoed 


document. 
It is claimed 
that the re- 


quisite eight votes have been secured, 
and that the ordinance 
will be passed 


over the Mayor's 
veto. 
If this is so, 


the people ofthe eastern part of town, 
the Indiana Colon}', and many others 
will be compelled 
to seek 
some 
other 


avenue through which to pass in and 
out of the city, unless an injunction is 
obtained and the street or so much of 
itas yet remains to tho people 
is se- 


cured by a decision of the courts. 
This 


subserviency 
of the , Council 
to the 


Bpriug Street Railroad Company is as 
remarkable 
and 
unexplainable 
as the 


hostility of that body to the San Pedro 
Street 
Railroad 
Corporation. 
The 


Company 
will gain but little by the 


extension; they will be compelled 
to 


cross 
a steam 
railroad 
track, which 


willbe occupied the greater portion of 
time by 
trains 
of cars, 
compelling 


them four trips out of live to land and 
receive 
their passengers 
where their 


track now terminates. 
Meantime their 


track 
will render 
tlie now 
narrow 


space almost impassable for teams.
